Mr. Carpenter visited in Los 
Angeles last February en route to 
the Far East, where he proposed 
to gather material for newspaper 
articles on the Philippines, China, 
Japan, Manchuria and other coun- 
tries. 

The noted newspaper corre- 
spondent, whose home was in 
Washington, D. C., was one of the 
most widely traveled men in the 
world. He entered the business in 
1888 and in that time had traveled 
more than 400,000 miles in ali 
parts of the world. ' 

His articles appeared each Sun- 
day in The Times Magazine. He 
had been a correspondent of this 
paper practically ever since he 
started his world travels more than 
thirty-five years ago. 

Before starting on his Far East- 


ern tour he traveled in Europe and

of illuminating 
articles on conditions there. 

He was born in Mansfield, O.,, 
May 8, 1855. He began his news- 
paper career as a legislative cor- 
respondent on the Cleveland Lead- 
er at Columbus in 1879. He start- 
ed his travels in 1881 with a trip 
to European countries and Egypt.

He hopes to elect to all State 
and county offices none but John- 
som men and to control the entire 
State machinery of the Republican 
party in California. 
Johnson realizes that this is 
be his last stand. If his opponents 


in California win out it means com- 
plete and permanent oblivion for 


aware of it. His back is against 
the wall and he is going to Cali- 
fornia to fight. 

If he can make any progress in 
holding his old friends in State 
and county offices and dominating 
the State Central Committee of the 
Republican party of California he 
will start in to defeat Gov. Rich- 
ardson and all his supporters and 
erase them from the political map. 

He knows that his hold of Fed- 
eral patronage is gone and that his 
political prestige is at the lowest 
ebb in his whole career and the 
only thing to avoid a political bur- 
ial 
the Republican machinery of the 
State of California. On this he 
will stand or fall and he is drop- 
ping everything else to go West and 
try for success in the ruins of his 
old-time leadership. 

It has recently developed that 
Johnson has lost another friend 
and champion.  Asst.-Atty.-Gen. 
Mabel Walker Willebrandt of Los 
Angeles was named to the Depart- 
ment of Justice place on the rec- 
ommendation of Senator Johngon. 
Up to a short time ago, Mrs. Wille- 
brandt and Senator Johnson's of- 
fice were en rapport on all political 
matters and on patronage and oth- 
er discussions of special import to 
California. 

Whe 
Senator Johnson was campaigning 
for himself for President in Ohio, 
Mrs. Willebrandt was making 
speeches in the same general ter- 
ritory in favor of President Cool- 
idge. One time their paths nearly 
‘crossed and it would have been 
easy for Mrs. Willebrandt to have 
called on the Senator in the town 
where he was speaking. She did 
not do so. All communication be- 
tween Senator Johnson and the 
Attorney-General’s office now goes 
through some other office than that 
of the Assistant Attorney-General 
appointed from Los Angeles. There 
is no interchange of communica- 
tion and neither party will make 
any statement on the subject. 

Mrs. Willebrandt will probably 
make some speeches in the cam- 
paign.

He said that he could bring 
hundreds of Indians with him if 
necessary and expects to show 
scieriists that 46,000 Indians in 
Darien demonstrate the evolution 
of the so-called Nordic white tyne 
from paleolithic man. He con- 
siders this the greatest ethnologi- 
cal discovery in history. 

The hitherto implacable Darten 
Indians are ready for civilization, 
Mr. Marsh said. 

“The Darien Indians aré now 
my friends. The head chiefs have 
agreed to accept modern civiliz«- 
tion and s:thools under reasonable 
guarantees of [berty and freedom 
to live their lives without burden-

WASHINGTON, June 17.—As 
the chief official of the Depart- 
ment of Justice charged with en- 
forcing prohibition, Mrs. Mabel 
Walker Willebrandt, assistant At- 
torney-General, submitted a de- 
tense of the law's administration 
today befere the Senate Daugh- 
erty investigating committee. 

Many times in the prolonged 
hearings witnesses have made 
charges against the enforcement 
regime and Mrs. Willebrandt went 
into details of these accusations, 
introducing a letter from Atty.- 
Gen. Stone which said that much 
of the testimony dealt with “half- 
truths and impressions.” 

“The point I am making,” Mrs. 
Willebrandt said, “is that many 
witnesses have given you testimony 
against the Department of Justice 
when in fact their real grievance 
lay against another branch of the 
government.” 


CHECKS WHEELER 
On several occasions, she told 
Senator Wheeler, Democrat, Mon- 
tana, the committee “prosecutor,” 
to “wait a minute,” when he 
sought to intervene in their spir- 
ited account. Senator Wheeler 
finally broke in. | 
“Oh, I know that this whisky bus- 
ness is continually kicked around 
between the prohibition unit and 
the Department of Justice,” he 
said, but the Department of Just- 
ice has reeponsibility which it can-

a “fool provision” because it did 
not allow the effective confisca- 
tion of automobiles or marine ves- 
sels used in unlawful! transporta- 
tion of liquor.

political control over agents was 
the most serious factor. 

“The real trouble,” she declared, 
“is not passing the buck but the 
influence of. politicians through 
some Senator or Congressman in 
aiding or blocking an agent's ap- 
pointment.”

MENTAL TESTS 


SORT CHILDREN 
Schools Pussled by Varied 
Grades of Intelligence 
Dull Ones Provided for, but 
Others Are Problem 


Rapid Promotion Favored as 
Solution by Some 


BY FREDERIC J. HASKIN 
[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
WASHINGTON. June 17 —pPut- 
ting intelligence tests to use in the 
public schools has started a series 
of new educational problems. 
In the unenlightened days, be- 
fore. intelligence tests 
possible to ‘sort out children ac- 


cording to their brains and ca- 
pacity, learned educators planned 
the work of eath school grade to 


age. Progressive cities provided 
typical schools for the abnormally 
dull children—the obviously feeble- 
minded and undeveloped. But the 
rest of the children worked to- 
gether, regardiess of mentality.

bright pupils loafed, while the 
great majority plodded.

tality. 

VARIED MENTALITY. 
In one ordinary class there was 


Ia boy of 11 years whose mental 


age was 17 years and 5 months. 
In other words, his mentality at 
11 years was about equal to that 


ot the average person at 17. In 
the same room was a boy 15 years 


old, whose mental age was only 
9 years and 8 months. The work 
of the grade was intended for 11- 
year intelligence. The boy with 
the 17 4 mind was doing 
the work in a fraction of the time 
needed by other pupils, and then 
dreaming. Instead of developing 
his abilities, the school was teach- 
ing him habits of laziness. 

The boy who was 9 years old 
mentally was the despair of the 
busy teacher. An examination by 
an expert might show that such 
a pupil was deficient and could 
never progress beyond the mental 
attitude of a child of 9. On the 
other hand, if his development 
were merely retarded, individual 
instruction might enable him to go 
farther with an education, and he 
might even raise his mental age 
somewhat. Between the two ex- 
tremes in the class were eight or 
ten lesser misfits.

CITY SAVES MONEY 


The arguments in favor of rapid 
prometion for bright children are 
that the children save time by 
completing the school course more 
quickly; that the children are put 
in classes where the work is diffi- 
eult enough to stimulate them to 
real effort,. and that a city saves 
money, because it costs from 350 
to $120 a year to educate each 
pupil in a public school system. 
This is the easiest way of doing 
something about the bright child. 
Some idealistic educators, how- 


should be placed in school accord- 
ing to his mental age, and their 
objections are worth considering. 

Such educators point out that 
the bright children in the schools 
are the, potential leaders of the 
country tomorrow, and that the 
country would benefit by investing 


community would benefit by giving 
these children broader develop- 
ment rather than pushing them 
along as fast as possible through 
the routine system. 

Special clesses for gifted 
dren have been established in the 
German schools, and there are 
scattered experimefits wtih them in 
this country. It is possible in these 
schools to give the students extra 
subjects such as languages,. crafts 
and vocational training. It is also 
possible to present the subjects so 
as to develop the child's initiative, 
alertness, observation and .reason- 
ing powers.

There were $1,140,199.279 out- 
standing May 1. A fair estimate 
of hoarding would be 50 cents per 
capita, or a total of about $56,- 
000,000. All other forms of paper 
currency in circulation May 1, last, 
averaged $29.55 per capita.

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FEUD SEEN 
IN MURDER 
MYSTERIES 


Italian Colony Combed 
for Clews in Death of 
Pair Found in Auto 


In the feuds of the Italian col- 
ony and the devious methods of 
their culminations deputy sher- 
iffs last night sought the solution 
of the murder early yesterday of 
Frank Rinaldo and Philip De Lisi. 

Officers were sent out with or- 
ders to bring in several influen- 
tial members of the Italian district 
on North Main street, who were 
to be questioned in the hope that 
they might be able togthrow light 
on the mystery surrounding the 
The shooting and mutilation of 
the two victims bore « remarkable 
resemblance to the murder October 


2, 1923, of Rosario Micciche. 
Threats followed the Mieciche 
murder, which was never solved, 
that there would be reprisals. The 
deaths of Rinaldo and De Lisi, of- 
ficers fear, may be the second 
stage in a bloody feud. 

Rinaold, known «as Reynolds, 
was married, living with his wife, 
Jennie, at 3211 North Main street. 
He was about 35 veuars of age and 
was a produce merchant with a 
stall in a public market. De Lisi 
was a fruit dealer living at 1957 
Judson street. He was 37 years of 
age and married, his wife's name 
being Lena. Both wives were 
brought to the Sheriff's office last 
night, but could render ne assist- 
ance to the officers. They were 
completely cowed and frightened 
by the tragedy. 

Friends of the dead men told of- 
ficers that they were to appear as 
witnesses in a case recently filed 
in Superior Court, known as the 
Ethel Cataldo case, in which prop- 
erty valued at $50,000 in Italy was 
to be divided. 

Both men were well known in 
the Italian colony. They had many 
friends, were respected and were 
believed to be well-to-do. In all 
these circumstances they resem- 
bled Micciche. The latter was 
found, his head horribly gashed 
with a hatchet, sitting in his car 
on a lonely road near Inglewood.

McKEE’S STAND 

“We realize what you gentlemen 
are up against,” Chairman McKee 
of the Crime Commission told the 
committee when he was asked to 
give his views.

We are here to ureg that 
you do not lose sight of this fact. 
The other requests made of the Fi- 
nance Committee by the different 
department are irfiportant. We feel, 
however, that the committce should 
decide these requests in the order 
of importance, and we feel that 
nothing can be more important 
than protection of our lives and

The loss from burglaries alone 
in Los Angeles during the past 
year has been $7,000,000, he 
pointed out.

ALREADY INCREASED 

This led to the discussion of the 
fact that the Los Angeles police 
department has deen increased 
from 800 men to 2000 men in three 
years. 

“Yes, but you are paying the 
penalty of past neglect,” Chief 
Vollmer declared. “You have un- 
usual conditions here. Your traffic 
problem is something tremendous. 
Our schools demand 125 policemen 
for crossing for the best part of 
the day. It takes more than 200 
men to regulate the crossings and 
downtown traffic. We never can 
crush out crime without adequate 
man power.“ 

The Chief defended the request 
for technical men and clerks by 
saying he felt the City Council, as 
well as the people, are entitled to 
know what is going on in the city, 
who is committing crimes, where 
crimes are committed, how the

Both were men ot the finest mo- 
tives and ideals. That matters not; some 
Wheeler always stands ready to open the 
grave and damn with slander and libel the 
best characters in the nation. Under such 
conditions many men who should be en- 
gaged in the business of the government 
decline to make the fight and prefer to give 
service in the fields of science, art and in- 
dustry. And this explains why the govern- 
ments of the States and the nation stand 
today where they stood fifty years ago. 
They never forget anything and never learn 
anything. Aside from matters of govern- 
ment this nation leads the world in almost 
every line of thought. Our governmental 
institutions are the best that have been de- 
vised; but we have not yet learned how to 
keep trivial men from slipping into high 
places. 


CE AND TRAFFIC ‘ 

The suggestion that the traffic prob- 
lems of the cities be taken out of the hands 
of the police is worth considering. It Is 
evident that much may be said on both 
sides. There is no fixed connection be- 
tween normal police duty and traffic regu- 
lation. The two divisions may be of value 
to one another, but there is no unbreakable 
bond between them. 

In our own city Chief Vollmer is appar- 
ently of the belief that the police depart- 
ment should not be responsible for the 
city’s street traffic. That is a huge con- 
‘tract of itself and should have its experts 
and specialists who need not be identified 
with the police. There is no question but 
that the regular duties of the police are 
hampered by the traffic service. To the 
average citizen a policeman is a policeman, 
but it is forgotten that if most of them are 
used to keep the wheels moving in Broad- 
way they cannot be nabbing burglars in 
Hollywood. | 

Both services are distinct and essential. 
A man who puts in eight or ten hours a 
day in the flood of downtown traffic cannot 
be expected to be competent for any other 
service—that same day. There might be 
greater efficiency if the two branches were 
entirely separated. But in that event there 
would also be more expense. The machin- 
ery of two departments costs more than 
one. It is hoped, however, that some big 
city will try the experiment and make a 
complete division of these functions.

The National Treasury gets its supply 
from customs, internal revenues and in- 
come and profit taxes. The largest item— 
it was $1,678,607,428 in the fiscal year end- 
ing in June of last year—comesg strictly 
from within the States that pay it in income 
and profit taxes, which is not wholly true 
of the receipts from customs and internal 
revenue. 

Therefore, the income and profit levies 
most fairly show the proportion of the bo- 
nus that the several States will have to 
hand over. New York, Pennsylvania, IIli- 
nois, Massachusetts, Ohio and California 
together turn in 67 per cent of this revenue, 
but have only 37.24 per cent of the com- 
missioned and enlisted men to receive a 
share of the bonus. 

California's proportion of these tax pay- 
ments is about 5 per cent, but her percent- 
age of beneficiaries under the largess is 
only 3.24. The inequality is most glaring 
in New York, from whose citizens about 
30 per cent of the total income and profit 
taxes derive.

Coincident with the hearing on 
the Southern California Edison 
Company application for an in- 
crease in rates to Field approxi- 
mately $3,000,000, the Railway 
Commission received a _ petition 
yesterday from the Southern Sier- 
ras Power Company for permis- 
sion to increase its rates during 
a sixteen-month period beginning 
August 1 next. 

The Sierras Power Company ap- 
plication states that the lack of 
sufficient water power for hydro- 
electric energy on lines is 
likewise the reason for the re- 
quest. Necessity of burning oil for 
the generation of power through 
steam plants will cost the com- 
pany approximately $390,000, ac- 
cording to the application. No rates 
proposed for tre increase were 
filed with the application as the 
company signified its intention of 
presenting this schedule at the 
hearing requested. 


EASIER ON CITY USERS 


The Municipal Power Bureau 
will not curtail the use of current 
generated in city plants, Chief Blec- 
trical Engineer Scattergood an- 
nounced yesterday. For this rea- 
son the full force of the 25 per 
cent curtailment of power on the 
part of the Edison Company will 
not be felt by consumers on the 
city system, though a large part 
of this current supplied by the 
Edison. 

The letter of ithe Edison com- 
pany notifying the Public Service 
Commission of a curtailment in 
its power reads in part as fol- 
lows: 

“In accordance with a decision 


reached as a result of the hearing! or 


held before the Railroad Commis- 


‘sion on the 13th inst., Southern 


California Edison Company is 
putting into effect a 26 per cent 
curtailment of load all over its 
system applicable to all consum- 
ers as uniformly as possible. 

“This will serve to notify you 
that the curtailment referred to 
will be applied to our deliveries 
to you until further notice. It is 
expected that this measure of cur- 
tallment will be necessary until 
November 1.“ 3 

The letter, dated the 16th inst.. 
was signed by R. H. Ballard, vice- 
president and general manager of 
the Edison Company.

IMPORTANT 

As the tunnel ultimately will 
form an important link in a rapid 
transit system, the report points 
out further, it should be so con- 
structed as to lend itself to future 
development of rapid transit fa- 
cilities. It is stin possible, the 
report continues, to change the 
plans for the easterly terminal of 
the.tunnel and to provide for con- 
nection with a temporary subway 
terminal to be constructed at a 
suitable point near the Hill-street 
station, without materially alter- 
ing the general plan. 

A terminal as proposed at street 
grade will concentrate all the load- 
ing and unloading at one point, it 
is set forth. Such concentration 
inevitably must result in delay in 
train operation and discomfort to 
passengers. The character of the 
improvement also commits the city 
to stub terminal operation at street 
grade for a number of important 
transit lines. It may prove satis- 
factory for a time, it is stated, but 
cannot serve its purpese for long 
because of the rapid growth of the 
city and the territory these lines 
serve. | 

LESSEN CONGESTION 

It would be highly adVantageous 
to the city to have the tunnel ter- 
minate in a temporary sub-surface 
station, preferably under Olive 
street rather than Hil! street. Such 
a change would permit future ex- 
tension as a subway through the 
central business district to form a 
part of a system serving the en- 
tire community. 

These extensions would provide 
several loading points and thus de- 
crease congestion. A terminal un- 
der Clive street, between Fifth and 
Sixth, also would not interfere 
with any subsequent subway con- 
struction.
